Fear Celtis May Break 
Up Before She Can 
be Floated 


Cobh, Ireland. Dec. 
10—(AP)—The 
White Star liner Celtic, which left 
New York on Dec. 1, with 253 pas­ 
sengers, ran on the rocks off Roches 
Point at the entrance of the harbor 
early today and at low tide was held 
fast'in fifteen feet of water with the 
possibility that she might break u p if 
she did not get off on the next tide. 
All of the passengers were debark­ 
ed safely in 
tenders despite 
rou gh 
water arou nd the stranded liner.

harbor to the docks. 
The liner, which stove a hole 
rectly u nder her engine room, 
ly ing with a severe list to port, 
stru ck the rocks near the lighthou se 
at Roches Point at 5:40 a. m.

THE GASOLINE TAX. 


The action of the Lee County Hoard of Supervisors, who 
have indorsed a gasoline tax of two cents per gallon is com­ 
mendable. 
The gasoline tax is the fairest possible method 
of taxing automotive vehicles, and will also provide needed 
funds for the enlargement of the Illinois good roads system. 
Under a gasoline tax the auto driver pays according to 
the size of his vehicle and the distance he drives his car. 
It 
also makes the visitor from other states pay his share for the 
roads he uses in Illinois. 
When an Illinois driver goes into 
a neighboring state he is required to pay a gas tax and he 
usually drives over poorer roads. 


THE KISS SLAYER. 


A New York high school boy goes to call on a 15-year-old 
girl. 
She tries to kiss him. 
He seizes her, snatches up a 
length of electric light cord, and chokes her to death. Now 
he awaits trial on a charge of first degree murder. 
The district attorney calmly announces that he will ask 
0/ the death penalty. 
“ The state,” declares this official, “ is not interested in 
herence to the boy’s supposed abnormality. 
He was abso­ 
lute ly sane when he committed the crime to which he has 
confessed.” 
On the face of things, one might almost be forgiven for 
supposing that any lad who strangled a girl to death merely 
because she tried to kiss him is, without question, somewhat 
off mentally. To say that a perfectly normal, balanced mind 
would have reacted in that way is to talk utter nonsense. 
Yet, at the same time, the attitude of the district attorney 
can be understood. A murderer’s first act on being arrested 
nowadays is to yell for an alienist. 
Many a scoundrel who 
richly deserved hanging has gone scot free because some 
psychiatrist interpreted his dream life for a credulous jury. 
The tragedy of the situation is that our boasted advance­ 
ment, with all its fine knowledge of medicine, its scientific 
research, its painstaking efficiency, seems utterly powerless 
in the face of mental disturbances. 
We can cure many of 
the ills of the body, but when it comes to the ills of the mind 
we are little better off than the witchhunters of Salem. 
A high school boy who would kill a girl who tried to kiss 
him is, obviously, suffering from some profound mental trou­ 
ble. Yet we knowr of no cure. We know of no way of find­ 
ing it out in advance so that we can protect ourselves. 
We 
do not even seem to have any certain way of getting scien­ 
tific agreement on whether or not he actually is legally re­ 
sponsible. 
It is the old story over again—the story of the Leopold- 
Loeb case, of the Hickman case. 
Half a dozen respectable 
alienists arise and say that a murderer is perfectly sane and 
accountable; half a dozen others, equally respectable, arise 
and say that he is not. 
Meanwhile we are left defenseless. 
There are, according to psychiatrists, thousands of men at 
large today who are apt, at any moment, to break out just 
as inexplicably as this New York boy did; but we cannot 
protect ourselves. 
The field of abnormal psychology is a large one, and thus 
far it has been, apparently, poorly explored. 
It would seem 
that the country’s crying need is fur accurate, scientific, 
knowledge of it. 
Our doctors know a good deal about such 
physical ailments as typhoid fever, diphtheria and smallpox. 
Cannot they do as well in the matter of mental disturbances?
